FLIES IN BIPLANE 
THROUGH NIAGARA 


Lincoln Beachey Circles Above 
Falls, Goes Under Bridge 
Almost to Whirlpool. 


DEFIES DEATH WATERS. 


Niagara Falle, N. Y., June 27.—With the 
whir of his biplane motor drowned in the 
roar of the cataract and man and machine 
momentarily obscured in spray and mist, 
Lincoln Beachey, the California aviator, to- 
day, after circling above the falls, swooped 
beneath the arches of the upper stee) bridge 
and down the gorge almost to the whirlpool. 

Rising again between the precipitous sides 
of the lower river, Beachey ‘soared to the 
Canadian side where he made a euccessful 
landing. 

It was the first time that a birdman had 
cut through the alr currents and mist clouds 
and leaping foam caused by Niagara’s fails 
and rapids that have lured so many adven- 
turers to their death. 


Throng Watches Flight. 

Throngs on the American and Canadian 
shores gazed at the aviator as he rose toa 
height of about 2,000 feet, twice circled above 
the cataract, and then made the long swoop 
toward the narrow passage under the bridge. 

His biplane came racing over the Horseshoe 
fall so low that he was lost to view for an 
instant and then winged close to the water. 
It seemed almost to skim the water as he 
made the bridge passage. 

Beachey continued on down the gorge al- 
most to the whirlpool rapids, clearing the 
water hy not more than thirty feet, before 
soaring aloft again. | 

“It was the most exciting trip of my life,’’ 
said Beachey after he had landed. 


Flight Made During Rain, 

To add to the difficulties of Beachey’s flight 
@ light rain began to fall as he took his seat 
in the biplane shortly before 6 o'clock. 

The start was made from a/ baseball! dia- 
mond on the American side and he got away 
nicely. He mounted upward, moving always 
in the direction of the cataract, and when he 
crossed the American fall he was about 2,000 
feet in the air. In a great sweeping circle 
he swung toward the north and over the 
Horseshoe fall. 

Down the river he flew, almost to the lower 
steel arch bridge, two miles below the falis, 
then coursed to the west and then south 
again, always dropping as he circled. 

On his second circle he went well to the 
southwest before beginning his low flight to- 
ward the upper steel arch bridge under which 
he was to pass. Swinging again to the north 
and traveling about fifty miles an hour, he 
came on probably not more than 200 feet over 
the Horseshoe and swishing through its 


spray. 
Dips Quickly Under Arch. 

Once over the cataract, he lowered his 
plane, and, rushing with the wind at a speed 
estimated at sixty miles an hour, he dipped 
quickly under the arch. As he did so he 


caught some of the wash of the outlet of the | 


power tunnel which shoots out from the 
rocky side of the precipice at that point. 

At no time from his final dip until he was 
clear of the structure was the biplane more 
than thirty feet above the spume. 

The space through which he flew is 168 feet 
in height and barely 100 feet from side to side. 
The distance from the brink of the falls to 
the bridge in which he made the dip is about 


400 yards.

WITNESSES TELL 
OF HINES’ BOASTS 
IN LORIMER CASE 


Funk’s ‘‘Shadows’’ Walt Out- 
side While Committee Gets 
Light on Bribery. 


PHONE TALK TOLD AGAIN

W. H. Cook Details How Lobbyist 
Said He Was Going to Spring- 
field with Money. 


BELIEVED: DENEEN WAS ON WIRE 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 27.—[{Special. ]— 
The three * shadows” of Clarence 8. Funk, 
general manager of the International Har- 
vester company, soberly sat in the witness 
room in the senate office building today wait- 
ing patiently to be called by the Lorimer in- 
vestigating committee. 

It was a curious situation in which these 
disciples of Sherlock Holmes found them- 
selves and it lent a humorous aspect to the 
day’s proceedings in the case. When Mr. 
Funk finished his testimony thie morning 
he left for Chicago, relieved for the first 
time in months from the irritating survell- 
lance to which he had been subjected. 

It had been expected the detectives would 
be placed upon the stand immediately to re- 
veal the names of their employers and the 
work to which they had been assigned. Ap- 
parently, however, the committee desired to 
hold them as object lessons. At least, it 
continued the examination of witnesses con- 
necting Edward Hines with the collection of 
the fund which, to use the expression at- 
tributed to him, ‘‘ put Lorimer over.” 


Cook Details Hines’ Talks, 

Besides Mr. Funk, the witnesses today 
were Wirt H. Cook, a lumberman of Duluth, 
Minn.; William O’ Brien, a lumberman of 8t 
Paul, and Shelley B. Jones, a druggist of 
Marquette, Mich. 

The testimony of Mr. Cook was in the na- 
ture of a repetition of that which he gave 
before the Helmi committee. He told in de- 
tai} of his three conversations with Hines 
bearing upon Lorimer’s election. The first 
took place about May 1, 1909, and in it he 
stated Hines confidentially told him and 
Henry Turrish, also of Duluth, “ Lorimer 
will be the next senator.”’ 

The witness told of Hines’ talk over the 
telephone with some one at Springfield, and 
when he said to the party with whom he 
was conversing that he would be down on 
the next train prepared to furnish all the 
money required for Lorimer’s election. 

The third conversation was when Hines 
cautioned Mr. Cook to keep quiet about a 
story that he (Hines) was talking with ex- 
Gov. Yates at Springfield and said he would 
be down on the next train prepared to fur- 
nish @ million dollars to elect Lorimer. 


Tells of Wiehe’s Midnight Visit. 

Mr. Cook also recited the details of the 
visit of Christian F. Wiehe, Hines’ brother- 
in-law, to his hotel at midnight, when the 
indictment of Lee O’ Neil Browne for bribery 
was under consideration by the Cook county 
grand jury, during which, Wiehe, according 
to the witness, on behalf of Lorimer and 
Hines told O’Brien and Cook, “for God’s 
sake,’’ get out of town to escape a subpoena 
from the grand jury. ’ 

Mr. Cook was subjected to a searching 
cross examination for the purpose of show- 
ing the character of his relations with Hines 
was such that Hines would not have had a 
telephone conversation before him of the 
criminal character he alleges and also to 
show that in swearing as he did he was ani- 
mated my malice. 

The witness stated that Hines had’charged 
him with blackmail, and that at hig in- 
stance the Virginia and Rainy Lake com- 
pany, of which Mines is president and Wiehe 
a stockholder, was investigated by a com- 
mittee on charges that Hines was guilty of 
gross mismanagement in the conduct of the 
business. 


O’Brien Corroborates Cook. 

Mr. O’Brien corroborated Cook's statement 
that he was in the room at the Grand Pacific 
hotel with Cook and Wiehe when Hines, on 
the morning of or theday before the Lorimer 
election, telephoned to Springfield. Cook 
was certain the telephone girl told him when 
he went to the phone that Gov. Deneen was 
ready at Springfield to talk with Mr. Hines. 
Mr. O'Brien, who is on good business terms 
with Hines and the Weyerhaevsers, said he 
was hard of hearing, and could not remem- 
ber having heard the telephone conversation 
to which Cook had testifjed with such par- 
ticularity. 

The witness recalled that Hines had gone 
to the phone, which was only a few feet 
from where he sat. Cook had talked with 
him immediately after leaving Hines, and 
had referred to Hines’ mention of the name 
of the president. 

Mr. Healy, who was examining O’Brien, to 
test the hearing of the witness, purposely 
lowered his voice. O’Brien immediately and 
correctly answered the question. He sub- 
sequently said he was only hard of hearing 
on occasions. 

O’Brien Tells of Wiehe’s Midnight Call. 

O’Brien testified of the midnight visit of 
Wiehe, which Cook had related, when Wiehe 
urged the two of them to leave Chicago 
without delay to escape service by the 
Browne grand jury.

Jones’ Story Conflicts with Four. 

If the testimony of Mr. Jones be true then 
Meris B. Coan of Chicago, who was employed 
as investigator for the Helm committee;

Funk Js First Witness.

The witness admitted he and Cook discussed 
the telephone incident with Attorney Mc- 
Cordic, but could not remember when that 
was. 

O’Brien Lacking in Impressions. 

MR. HEALY—Have you any impression 
in your mind at this time with reference to 
the identity of the person with whom Mr. 
Hines talked on the telephone that morning. 

MR. O’BRIEN—No, ‘sir, I have not. 

MR. HEALY—Have you ever had such an 
impression? 

MR. O’BRIEN—N0oO, sir. 

MR. HEALY—Have you ever informed 
anybody that you had such an impression? 

MR. O'BRIEN—NO, sir.

Coached by Her Own Lawyer, She 
Battles with State to Con- 
ceal ‘“‘Temple Secrets.” 


The welght of a truth far different from 
that which Mildred Bridges and: Mona Rees 
learned from the *‘ Book of Truth ” is crush- 
ing Evelyn Arthur See. fhe relentless cor- 
don of the state is closing in. upon the two 
girls who for more than a week have stead- 
fastly maintained their allegiance to See. 

For the first time yesterday Mona Rees 
was compelled to fa!l back again and again 
upon her rights as witness to refuse to an- 
swer question after question on the ground 
that they might incriminate her. 

When the session was over she had con- 
tradicted herself a dozen times, and failed 
to add a single point to the evidence of the 
defense. 

All this.she had endured for a stocky, gray 
haired man who sat a few feet away by 
the side of his lawyers; a man who trem- 
bled at every faltering reply; a man whose 
long teeth bit savagely into his lip at every 
blunder of his faithful defender.

Formally charged with complicity in the 
murder of Bernard Malloy, a young steam- 
fitter, “Bob’’ Lynch will be taken to de- 
tective headquarters today to be identified as 
a member of the “gun men" crew, headed 
by “‘ Mossy’ Enright, that rode about in 
the gray pirate car, slugging, maiming, and 
murdering union workmen. 

Information reached the police last evening 
that Lynch who has been identified by Miss 
Josephine. MaJloy as the man who called her 
brother by telephone to the death confer- 
ence in Moody’s saloon, was a member of the 
Pirate car crew upon several of its intimi- 
dation expeditions. Several of the victims 
of the assaults of the *‘ gun men ” wii look 
him over to see if they can recognize him. 

Lynch was charged with being an accessory 
before and after the fact in the Malloy mur- 
der in a warrant issued at the instance of 
Capt. Morgan Collins in the Englewood Mu- 
nicipal court. His bond was fixed at $20,000, 


and he will be arraigned on the charge this * 


morning. 


Seek Two Sluggers Again. 

A city wide search was started last evening 
for James O’Connor, alias “‘ Deanie “ Con- 
nors, and Walter Stevens, both out on bonds 
in other slugging cases and both alleged by 
Malloy to have been implicated In his death. 

It also was learned that the police are look- 
ing for a fourth man, whose name has never 
appeared before in connection with the labor 
slugging cases. This is Arthur (Mickie) 
McBride, an old time friend of Enright's. 
It i@ said that McBride is wanted to be 
questioned concerning the Malloy murder. 

Inspector P. D. O’Brien and Capt. Collins- 
are rounding up the witnesses to the Malloy 
shooting, and several new angles which 
promise an early solution of the killing are 
being investigated. 

While the police were making progress in 
clearing up this second of the labor murders, 
a new blow which struck terror into the 
ranks of the sluggers was delivered by Judge 
Scanlan when he refused to admit Enright, 
charged with the murder of Vincent Altman, 
to bail.

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FIGHT ON MAGAZINE TRUST | 


Dissolution of Periodical Clear- 
ing House Asked in Suit. 


SAID TO RESTRAIN TRADE. 


Prices at Which Publications May Be 
Sold Fixed by Contract. 


New York, June 27.—A combination of 
Magazine publishers, organized in July, 1909, 
Was sued in the federal court here today 
under the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The petition, filed by District Attorney 
Wise, alleges unlawful combination an@ con- 
spiracy to restrain interstate trade and for- 
eign commerce in magazine and other period- 
ical publications. Dissolution of the com- 
bination is asked for. ~ 

The .proceeding in equity is against the 
Periodical Clearing house, Doubleday, Page 
& Co., the Crowell Publishing company, the 
8S. 8. McClure company, the Current Litera- 
ture Publishing company, the Phillips Pub- 
lishing company, Harper & Bros., the Leslie- 
Judge company, the Review of Reviews com- 
pany, the International Magazine company, 
the New Publication company, the Butterick 
Publishing company, the Standard Fashion 
company, the New idea Publishing company, 
the Ridgway company, the American Home 
Magazine company, the Short Stories com- 
pany, Limited, Frank N. Doubleday, Herbert 
5. Houston; Frederick L. Collins, Charles D. 
Lanier, and George Von Utassy. 

The Suburban Press, a New York corpora- 
tion, Good Housekeeping, a Massachusetts 
corporation, and Hampton's Magazine, a 
New York corporation, together with the de- 
fendants, are the stockholders of record of 
the Periodical Clearing house. 


Agents Bound by Contract. 

Doubleday, Collins, Houston, Lanier, and 
Von Utassy constitute its board of directors, 
and Houston, Von Utassy, and Lanier are re- 
spectively its president, vice president, and 
secretary and treasurer, and also are offi- 
cials of one or other of the defendant cerpo- 
rations engaged in the publication of maga- 
zines. 

The petition recites that prior to July, 1908. 
there were in this country upward of 20,000 
periodicals sold in open and free competition ; 
that following the organization of the Peri- 
odical Clearing house in July, 1008, all of the 
principal subscription agencies and agents 
in the country were notified that they would 
have to sign the contract with the Periodical 
Clearing house if such agencies “‘ intended to 
do further business with the ‘ members’ of 
said Periodical Clearing house.”’ 

The petition then recites that the Periodical 
Clearing house prepared a so-called “ official 
price list ’ of magazines and periodicals con- 
taining rules governing sales of subscriptions 
and the “ publishers’ wholesale price list.’’ 


Restraint of Trade Alleged. 

“The contracts,” it is asserted, “ require 
the agents to sell all periodicals Msted in the 
aforesaid lists at the regular publication price 
without reduction. The publishers of many 
of the listed periodicals have been and are 
willing that the agencies shall sell their peri- 
odicals to the public at prices less than those 
fixed by the price lists, but the agencies have 
been and are prevented by the contracts from 
selling such subscriptions at less than the 
prices fixed by the defendants and set forth 
in said lists.” 

' The Periodical Clearing house is described 
as a corporation organized under the laws of 
the state of New York. Its authorized cap-

CABLE NEWS 


SENA’ ATEEN-TAl TAN GLE 
ON RECIPROCITY 
Bill Reported from Commit- 


tee of Whole and Then 
Sent Back Again. 


Friends of Measure Demand That 
It Be Coupled with Two 
Others. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—The tension 
that exists in the senate over the reciprocity 
measure was emphasized by incidents that 
occurred in the confused proceedings of 
today. 

The session began with an unsycceseful at- 
tempt by Chairman Penrose of the finance 
committee to obtain an agreement for a vote 
on reciprocity July 24, on the wool bill July 
26, and free list bill July 28. Friends of 
reciprocity will insiet upen coupling alt three 
measures tn any agreement to vote. 

After refusing to permit such an arrange- 
ment the opponents of the reciprocity pili 
allowed that measure to advance one impor- 
tant parliamentary step before they realized 
what had happened. For e quarter of an 
hour the senate was in executive session. 
At its conclusion, no one being ready to 
speak on the measure, Vice President Sher- 
man announced that the bill would be re- 
ported from the committee of the whole to 
the senate. 


Advance and Return Bill. 


The bill actually passed through all the 
stages of being reported to the senate before 
ruembers realized what was goingon. While 


vhole the measure could be amended, but 
could not be voted upon. In the senate it 
could be brought to a final vote at any time. 
Senators Nelson, Bristow, Clapp, and Bailey 
jcined in the protest that arese when it 
was found what had happened to the bill. 

At firat Senator Penrose objected to having 
the measure reinstated in the committee of 
the whole. He said the senate had shown no 
disposition to hurry in ite consideration of 
the bill, and had rejected his proposal for a 
dcfinite time for a vote on the measure. He 
therefore thought no backward step should 
b* taken. 

Friends of the bill on the Democratic side, 
however, led by Senators Stone and Bacon, 
said the senate had evidently been off its 
guard, and had permitted the bill to be ad- 
vanced unintentionally. Senator Penrose 
finally consented to having it restored to its 
former status. 


Insurgents Fight Voting Date. 

The feeling that developed over this inci- 
dent was not so marked, however, as that 
which greeted Senator Penrose’s attempt to 
fix a time for the vote on the bills. Ineur- 
gents objected to any definite date for the 
reciprocity vote, and the finance committee 
was extricated from: the emberrassing posi- 
tion of having the other votes determined by 
an objection from Senator Smoot. : 

Several Democrats and insurgents would 
have welcomedé:«the fixing of the other two 
dates so that the tariff bille could be forced up 
to President Taft ahead of the reciprocity 
bill and the latter held back as a means of 
forcing his signature to the others.

NO MONOPOLY POSSIBLE. 
Pope and Synods and Presbyte- 
ries Not Only Guardians of 
Holy Facts. 


All the creeds and formula of religion were 
rejected as inadequate by Prof. Albion W. 
Small, head®of the department’ of sociology 
at the University of Chicago, in a lecture 
om “‘ Modernism ” yesterday. 

‘* Modernism leaves no room for satisfac- 
tion with any present religious creed as. a 
final summing up of religious truth. It in- 
volves an attitude of intellectual discontent 
rather than of content—and modernism is an 
attitude’ and not a creed,” Prof. Small said. 

“Do not let any man persuade you that 
you are not religious because you cannot sub- 
scribe to any given creed. No monopoly of 
religious truth is given to popes or synods or 
presbyteries. You are religious if you have 
it In your heart to say, ‘I commit myself, 
physically, mentally, and spiritually, to pro- 
mote all those things which have the high- 


| est human values.’ Religion is that in you 


which takes. hold of the highest that .you 
know without preventing you from acquiring 
a knowledge of still higher things. 


Power’s Identity Unimportant. 

“The more religious men become the more 
they realize that the secret prayer has about 
as much to do with one’s full religious duty 
as saluting his superior officer has to do 
with the full duty of a soldier. It 
makes no difference what you call the 
power which inspires you, provided you 
think of it as the fundamental unity. You 
may call it God or Jehovah, if you like, or 
‘the power that makes for rightdéousness ’ 
or ‘the scheme of things.’ 

“ Religion and morality did not come down 
from heaven. They came out of the ex- 
perience of men. The virtues, justice, sym- 
pathy, fidelity, and the rest, were gradually 
perceived arf@ deposited with the various 
types of clergy. The danger was that the 
clergy, as the scorekeepers of ascertained 
more! values, would regard themselves 
simply as reservoirs. In proportion as they 
did this, they gave out stagnant spiritual 
waters. 


Finality of Past Denied. 
* Because modernism takes this historical 
view of religion, it denies that the past is

AN ENDOWED PARK. 

Now that the subseription for the pure 
chase of Ravinia park has reached a point 
which assures the success of that project, 
we believe Chicago may lay claim to an 
institution unique in America. We have 
had attempts at endowed theaters and we 
bave endowed orchestras. But Ravinia is 
the first and only open air summer park 
privately endowed. 

The‘north shore is fortunate in having 
this resort saved from inevitable deteriora- 
tion. There should be both public spirit and 
musical taste enough in the northern sub- 
urbs and in Chicage itself to give this ad- 
mirable institutien reliable and adequate 
support.

PRINTING SUICIDAL DEATHS. 

A committee of, the American Academy 
of Medicine has been investigating the sub- 
ject of suicide. It says in its report that 
“ suicide is a private affair,” ‘and that there 
is no more justification for printing any- 
thing about it than about other private 
matters. 

Suicide is not a private affair. It necesgi- 
tates a public inquiry by public officials. 
Sometimes the inquiry is a mere matter of 
form, for the facts are plain. In others it 
becomes necessary to determine whether the 
death was an act of suicide or murder. It 
has been said that this is often one of the 
most difficnit questions in the whole range 
of medical jurisprudence. The publication 
of the details of such a case is likely to 
bring out new and perhaps decisive evidence. 

— been cases—there was one 
in this ¢ity a few years ago—where the 
police and coroner’s jury have jumped at 
the conclusion “a plain case of suicide.” 
Newspaper publication and comment on the 
facts has reversed the hurried judgment and 
the final finding has been that it was mur- 
der, not suicide, If the press were to act 
on the recommendations of the medicos it 

would aid in covering up crime. 

The committee also says that alienists 
are “ practically unanimous in the opinion 
that the suggestive effect of the reading of 
details of suicide is a powerful factor in the 
causation of suiciies among susceptible in- 
dividuals,” It may be conceded that this 
is occasionally true of persons of unstable 
mind. So the murder of some ruler by one 
anarchist might induce another anarchist, 

“when he read the details of the crime, to 
imitate it. Nevertheless the story of the 
crime should be printed. 

The alienists have never given a thought 
to the deterrent influence of the publication 
of suicides. They have never censidered 
how a person in a semi-suicidal mood is

There are 
valid reasons—reasons of public policy—why 
reports of suicides should be published. 


CONSERVATION AND THE 
REFERENDUM. 

If any members of the legislature are so 
unsophisticated as still to repose any con- 
fidence in the good faith of the anti-con- 
servation members or to give considera- 
tion to their arguments upon the floor of 
the house, their eyes must be opened a little 
bit by the extraordinary course of action 
they have taken on the question of the 
referendum. 

When the resolution for the submission of 
a constitutional amendment to the people 


providing for a referendum was before the | 


legislature it was fought by the old guard 
under the impassioned leadership of Rep- 
resentative Chiperfield. It was voted down 
and among those voting against it we find 
the following names: Chiperfield, Church, 
Kleeman, Shurtleff, Smejkal. 

When the Johnson conservation bill was 
before the assembly last week and when it 
was understood that its immediate passage 
would give the state a tactical advantage 
in its struggle with the water power com- 
panies that would be lost by any delay, we 
find that a move to submit this measure toa 
referendum which could not take place un- 
til November, 1912, was led by Representa- 
tive Shurtleff, leader of the old gang, and 
voting in favor of the referendum at this 
time were the following: Chiperfield, 
Church, Kleeman, Shurtleff, Smejkal. 

Then by the passage of the referendum 
amendment having secured time for the 
water power companies to perfect their 
claims against the state on the argument 
that the people of Illinois should be al- 
lowed to vote on this subject, they deprived 
the people of this right by killing the bill. 

They chose a moment when the sup- 
porters of the bill were not all present to 
force a roll call. | 

Among those voting against a bill to sub- 
mit the conservation measure to the peopte 
were: Chiperfield, Church, Kleeman, 
Smejkal—Shurtleff refusing to vote. 

From this conduct the most simple minded 
member of the legislature should be able te 
adduce the fact that the gentlemen of the 
old gang have no interest in principle— 
what they wantis results. They will make 
any argument or record any vote at any 
time and place in the interests of those 
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‘people who support corrupt politics. 


LUTHER’S LETTER. 

The gift to the kaiser by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan of Martin Luther's letter to the Emperor 
Charles V. was a handsoie action. How 
much personal sacrifice it involved only 
those who are intent on making @ collec- 
tion of some kind can imagine. But Mr. 
Morgan rightly felt that the letter belonged 
to Germany rather than to America. It 
is a valuable historic document. It was 
written at a critical moment in German 
life by one who stands in many respects at 
the head of all the great men to whom Ger- 
many has given dirth. It should be a na- 
tional possession. Americans would feel 
aggrieved if the important letters of their 
greatest men should be bought up by Euro- 
pean collectors, and the Germans may be 
credited with the same feeling. : 

Mr. Morgan has done the proper thing. 
He has also shown other wealthy Americans 
how they can get the decorations which, as 
citizens of a democratic country, they are 
suppose to contemn, but which at the bot- 
tom of their hearts they greatly covet. The 
kaiser could not say to Mr. Morgan, “ Let 
me know how much you paid for the letter, 
and | will make out a check.” That would 
have been discourteous. But he had to 
make some return for a princely present, 
so he conferred on Mr. Morgan the grand 
cross of the Order of the Red Eagles. There 
is an American Order of Bagles, but the 
one to which Mr. Morgan has been ad- 
mitted is older and more tony. Mr. Morgan 
can now wear a badge consisting of a white 
maltese cross with red eagles between the 
arms and a golden plaque inthecenter. The 
ribbon is white with two orange stripes. 

Since monarchs pay their debts of honor 
with crosses and ribbons an American mil-_ 
lionaire need only give one of them some- 
thing of value—historic or sentimental, not 
commercial, value—and he will get his re- 
ward. It may be only “a ribbon to stick on 
his coat,’’ but he will prize it. Mr. Mergan’s 
grand cross has cost him $25,500, but minor 
decorations may be had for less. 


THE DEFEAT OF THE ROOT 
AMENDMENT. 

The defeat of the pruposed Root amend- 
ment to the reciprocity bill had been an- 
ticipated even by Senator Root himself. It 
was, in the opinion of other supporters of 
the treaty, a misguided effort to restrict 
the importation of paper until all restrictions 
on the exportation of wood pulp had been 
removed by the Canadian provinces, but 
it was the attempt of a man thoroughly ia 
accord with the general] purpose of the bill. 

This amendment at least was proposed 
in good faith. There was no intent to en- 
danger or defeat the billitself. Other pro- 
posed amendments, however sincerely 
urged, have the avowed intent of changing 
the entire scope of the hegotiations, and 
most of them threaten nothing less than the 
fuilure of the agreement. 


is VOTING MACHINES, 
The three mechanical experts appointed 
by the judge of the County court report 


that the voting machines examined by them , 
comply with the requirements of the state | 


law. But they are not competent to decide 
that question authoritatively. The voting 
machine law says that no machine shall be

HE bestowal of the Order of the Garter 
upon the Dukes of Argyll and of Fife 
on the occasion of the coronation of 
King George serves to, show again how 
much more accommodating and friend- 

ly the Liberals are to the sovereign than 
the Conservatives, 

And in spite of the fact that Edward VII. 
was credited, as is also his successor, with 
Tory leanings, it is a fact they invariably 
have met with much less opposition to their 
wishes from the Radicals than from the Con- 
servatives. . 

Thus, when King Edward wished on the 
occasion of his coronation in 1902 to bestow 
the Order of the Garter upon his son-in-law, 
the Duke of Fife, and upon his brother-in- 
law, the Duke of Argyll; Lord Salisbury ob- 
jected on the pretext that while the sover+ 
eign had the power to bestow the Order of 
the Garter upon any English princes of the 
blood or foreign royalties that he liked, he 
could not confer the Garter upon a British 
noble except on the nomination and with the 
consent of the premier for the time being. 

Moreover, he insisted that while the’num- 
ber of English and foreign royalties who 
are accounted as extra knights is unre- 
stricted, the number of nonroyal British 
members of the order is fixed by statute. 

Prime Minister Asquith, however, more 
amiable than the last Lord Salisbury towards 
the crown, intimated to King George that he 
saw no obstacle in the way of the appoint- 
ment of the Dukes of Argyll and of Fifg to 
the Order of the Garter as extra knight in 
view of the fact that he regarded them as 
belonging by marriage to the royal family.

The two dukes thus have become possessed 
of a-distinction this week which both Queen 
‘Victoria and King Edward endeavored in 
vain to bestow upon them—an order which a 
British subject values more highly than 
any. title in the peerage, an order which 
many European sovereigns have asked for 
without success. 

Granted to the late Nasr-Eddin, the mur- 
dered shah of Persia, and only bestowed 
two years ago upon the mikado, it was per- 
sistently refused by Queen Victoria and by 
King Edward to Sultan Abdul Hamid of 
Turkey—not, as alleged, because of his Mos- 
lem creed, but on account of his character. 
The nephew and heir apparent of the present 
padishah, who has been representing his 
uncle at King George’s coronation in Lon- 
don, seems to have been cruelly disappointed 
at his failure to receive the Garter and to 
have at first declined to accept the grand 
cross of the Victorian order, only taking 
it after some delay, and after getting per- 
emptory commands from the sultan at Con- 
stantinople to do.so. 

There is no doubt that he has returned to 
Stamboul thoroughly embittered against 
Great Britain, by what he considers to be the 
slight placed upon him in this affair, and that 
when he succeeds to the throne at Constan- 
tinople he will display an ill will toward 
Great Britain which will be prejudicial to 
her interests in Turkey. But it obviously 
would have been impossible to give him the 
Garter without bestowing it upon his uncle. 
the sultan, who shares with the King of 
Bulgaria, the King of Servia, and the King 
of Saxony, the questionable distinction of 
being the only monarchs of Europe who 
do not belong to the Order of the Garter.

been widely published in this country, it may 
be worth while saying a few words about 
the elderly warriors, in odd, old fashioned 
uniforms, who figured so conspicuously in 
the proceedings. 

Glad in scarlet tail coats, of the kind worn 
by English generals seventy years ago, with 
garter-blue velvet facings and gold epau- 
lettes, ornamented by the red cross of St. 
George on a silver ground. a cocked hat 
adorned with a tall, straight plume of red 
and white feathers, and trousers with a 
broad red stripe, a cross handled sword 
like that of the Garter knights suspended 
from a white sword belt worn across the 
breast, they presented a picturesque ap- 
pearance. , 

They are the eighteen so-called military 
knights of Windsor. At the time of the 
foundation of the Order of the Garter by 
Edward IIl., after his victory of Crecy over 
Philip VI. of France, he decided each of the 
members of the Order of the Garter should 
sustain at his own charge one of those poor 
unfortunate knights who had expended their 
eubstance and been disabled by wounds in 
his French wars, and that they should be 
lodged at royal expense within the precincts 
of Windsor castle and in the immediate 
neighborhood of the chapel of St. George, 
the patron saint of England. g 

In the beginning, these knights, twenty-six 
in ‘number, corresponding with the original 
establishment of the members of the Order 
of the Garter, were known as the Alms 
Knights and also as the Poor Knights of 
Windsor. In elden times they were habited 
in a soutane or eassock of garter-blue, with 
which they wore a scarlet mantle, the left 
breast of their cassock being adorned with 
the red cross of St. George, within a star of 
silver. , 


~~ 

After 1815. the veterans of the peninsula 
war, and of the battle of Waterloo, appointed 
to the so-called Foundation of St. George’s 
of Windsor, petitioned the crown to be per- 
mitted to wear their old uniforms, instead of 
the cassock and mantles of the order, and 
this was accorded by George IV. as regent; 
William IV. afterwards ordering, instead, 
the specia! military uniform which they now 
wear, and at the same time transforming 
their designation from ‘‘ the Poor Knights ”’ 
to that of ‘the Military Knights of Wind- 
sor.”’ 

They receive their lodging free, also a 
number of perquisites and prerogatives, be- 
sides a special allowance, which, added to 
their pension, enables them to live in a 
good deal of comfort. All that is asked 
of them in return, is to attend, in uniform, 
morning and evening service in St. George’s 
chapel, and to do duty, in the capacity of 
gentlemen-at-arms, on the occasion of state 
functions held at Windsor. 

In the reign of King George III. a number 
of old naval officers were added, and the 
entire foundation was officially known as 
the Military and Naval Poor Knights of 
Windsor. But the Naval Knights were leg- 
islated out of existence during the last cen- 
tury, and the funds for their support were 
transferred to the Greenwich hospital pen- 
sion list.

At one time a good many abuses had crept 
into the foundation; so much go, that Ed- 
ward VII. thought of its abolition. He found 
that the residences which the Knights of 
Windsor occupied within the castle precincts 
were part of the time not merely let, but 
sometimes leased, in return for cash, to per- 
sons whom it was in no sense of the word 
desirable to have as part and parcel of the 
Windsor castle establishment; all the more, 
as to be a resident of Windsor, confers a 
considerable amount of credit and prestige. 

But when it was pointed out to him that 
parliamentary legislation would be necés- 
sary for the purpose of abolishing the 
Knights, and that he would be bitterly-criti- 
cised for turning adrift a number of ancient 
veterans, depriving them of the lodgings 
and allowances which they had every reason 
to believe had been granted them for life, 
he made up his mind to continue their ex- 


istence, at the same time instituting a num- 
ber of rules by which the abuses to which 
-he took objection have been effectively pre-

OF $25,000,000 ON SATURDAY. 


Treasury Department’s Books Will 
Make the Best Showing Since 1907, 
Beating 1910 by $10,000,000, 


.Washington, D. C., June 27.—The United 
States treasury will have a surplus of ap- 
proximately $25,000,000 when the fiscal year 
of 1911 ends on Saturday. The fiscal year of 
1910 closed with a surplus of $15,000,000. This 
year's showing will be the best since 1907. 
when a surplus seldom equaled—$111,000.000

Receipts from all sources are-expected to 
total approximately $687,000.000.

A good export trade in lard and hog products to 
SSurope is predicted by Walter C. Hately, who re- 
turned from a European trip Sunday, provided 
prices are kept om a fair price basis. ‘* America 
now has to compete with the world in all kinds of 
meat products, and shops at all the principal 
towns maintained by American interests In Eng- 
land are selling meat at cheaper prices than pre- 
vail for the same cuts in this country.’’ said Mr, 
Hately. ‘' Argentine beef is of fine quality and 
best cuts can be obtained at 16 cents a yound. New 
Zealand is also supplying large quantities of meats 
and other products. This means that if our prices 
are forced up out of line with other countries there 
will be a sharp falling off in the export demand. 

“* Consumption of lard is heavy as present prices 
make it practically no object to use substitutes. 
Business conditions both tn England and the cont!- 
nent are in excellent shape. Labor is well em- 
ployed and both employers and employés are ap- 
parently satisfied with conditions. Many land 
owners are dividing up their estates, which is 
increasing the productive capacity of the country.

John M. Whitman, North- 
western’s Vice President, 
Announces Retirement. 


BEGAN WORK AS RODMAN. 


Ends 55 Years of Continuous 
Service; I. C. Exhibits New 
All Steel Train.

John M. Whitman, vice president in charge 
of construction of the Chicago and North- 
western railway, and one of the oldest rail- 
Way officials in the city, is to retire from the 
service on Friday, it was announced yes- 
terdey. Mr. Whitman is 74 years of age 
and has been engaged in railroading and 
engineering work continuously for fifty-five 
years, ef which the last thirty-one years has 
been devoted entirely to the service of the 
Northwestern. 

The desire to be free from the cares of 
office is ascribed as the reason for Mr. Whit- 
man's voluntary retirement, as he a in the 
best of health. 


Supervised New Terminal. 

As the head of the construction department 
of the Northwestern system, Mr. Whitman 
has had genera] supervision not only over 
the extensive engineering projects involved 
in the construction plans of the road dur- 
ing recent years. but also had general charge 
of the building of the new $24,000,0W passeh- 
ger terminal. Mr. Whitman said yesterday 
he had no definite plans except to enjoy him- 
self from now on. He resides at 3016 Wash- 
ington boulevard. No successor to Mr. Whit- 
man is to be appointed, as the duties of the 
Office are to be administered hereafter by 
President W. A. Gardiner, to whom the 
chief engineer and the engineering depart- 
ment will report direct. 


Began as Rodman on &. ©. 


Mr. Whitman was born in 1887 in Elbridge, N. 
Y.. and began his railway career in 1856 as rodman 
in the engineering department of the I)linois Cen- 
tral. In 1666 he became engineer in charge of the. 
construction of the old Union stockyards in Chi- 
cago. From 1867 to 1868 he was engaged fn the 
deepening of the Illinols and Michigan canal and 
in 1669 he returned to railroad work as engineer in 
charge of construction of the lowa Midland rail- 
way. In 1880 he became superintendent of the 
Towa division of the Northwestern and from 1888 
tv 1887 was general superintendent of the subsid- 
lary Omaha line. His record in this office won his 
promotion to be general manager of the entire 
svatem in 1887 and in 1889 be was made fourth 
vice president which title became vice president 
in charge of construction a few years ago when 
the road abandoned the system of numbering its 
vice presidents.
